G iuliana Rancic got herself into 
a hairy situation February 23. 
While evaluating Zendaya’s 
Oscar look from one night earlier, 
I the Fashion Police cohost took a swipe 
I at the Disney star’s long dreadlocks.

“I was hit with 
y ignorant slurs and pure disrespect,” she 
i wrote, adding the joke perpetuated 


an “outrageously offensive” racial 
stereotype. The mom of Duke, 2, 
quickly tweeted a mea culpa — “I was 
referring to a bohemian chic look. 

Had NOTHING to do with race,” she 
wrote February 23. She apologized 
again the next night on E! News, say- 
ing, “I didn’t intend to hurt anybody.” 
FASHION VICTIM? While Rancic later 
clarified the line was written for her, 
an insider says she was willing to take a 
shot at the teen “because Zendaya was 
in talks to join the Fashion Police panel 


this season. Giuliana hates her.” But the 
Dancing With the Stars alum does have 
a friend in Kelly Osbourne, who quit 
the show four days after the gaffe. (Two 
show sources who were there say the bit 
was taped multiple times, while Rancic 
insists there was only one take.) “Kelly 
knows Giuliana isn’t racist, but she’s 
still not OK with it,” says one source. 
Adds another, “Kelly hasn’t been happy 
at the show for a while, and this whole 
situation solidified her decision to 
move on. It was time for her to go.”
